Harold L. Geisert, 61, Professor of Sociology and Anthropology at The 
George Washington University and a specialist in world population problems, 
died Tuesday at his home in the Woodner Hotel* 

Dr. Geisert joined the University faculty in 191*6 as Chairman to 
reestablish the school's Department of Sociology which had been inactive 
since 191*3• He served as Chairman of the department (changed in 1959 to 
Department of Sociology and Anthropology) from 191*6 to 1962. 

Since 1957 Dr. Geisert was Director of the Population Research Project 
of The George Washington University and was engaged in a series of studies 
of world migration and population problems. He was the author of numerous 
monographs in this field. 

A graduate of the University of Illinois where he alsm received his 
Master of Arts degree, Dr. Geisert was awarded the Doctor of Philosophy 
degree from the University of North Carolina. He did post doctoral studies 
in statistics and social research at the University of Chicago. 

He served for eleven years on the faculty of the University of Alabama 
before coming to Washington in 19l*l to do research on defense migration for 
the Tolman Committee. He later held administrative and consultive positions 
with the Federal Works Agency, Commerce Department, Foreign Economic Admini¬ 
stration and Surplus Property Administration. 

Prior to joining the George Washington faculty. Dr. Geisert served as 
chief of the Planning and Coordination Branch of the War Assets Administration. 

He is survived by a sister, Beatrice G. Wright of Park Ridge, Illinois.

An inventor of the year award for journeymen and professional inventors was 
announced today by The George Washington University's Patent, Trademark and Copy¬ 
right Research Institute. Closing date for nominations for the first yearly award 
is October 1, 196U» 

The award will honor a journeyman or professional inventor who has made a 
significant patented invention or inventions even though he may not have had wide 
public notice. The award will not be limited to an inventor's contribution in any 
one year but will be given for any or all of his achievements to date. 

'The award program is not necessarily intended to honor the great invention," 
said L. James Harris, executive director of the PTC Research Institute. "It will 
afford an opportunity to recognize the relatively unknown dedicated inventor who 
overcomes obstacles and expends his resources to produce an invention or inventions. 
In this way, the country will become acquainted with inventors who carry on despite 
the doubts of others." 

Members of the board of awards who will select the yearly winner of the inven¬ 
tor award are Edward J. Brenner, Commissioner of Patents; Dr. Leonard Carmichael, 
Vice President for Research and Exploration, The National Geographic Society, and 
former secretary of The Smithsonian Institute; Dr. Michael Ference, Jr., Vice Presi¬ 
dent for Research, Ford Motor Company; Dr. Earl T. McBee, head of the Department of 
Chemistry, Purdue University, and Dr. Paul L. Salzberg, Director, Central Research 
Department, E. I. Dupont de Nemours & Company.

The George Washington University has named Vincent P. Rock, formerly 
a senior research analyst with the Institute for Defense Analyses, to direct . 
a newly-established program of policy studies in science and technology at 
the University, President Thomas H. Carroll announced today. 

The program will undertake a wide range of policy-science inquiries 
and will initiate activities of interest to the entire segment of the 
government-industry-university community concerned with the public policy 
determinations involving technological innovation. 

The program has three main elements. First, a conference program 
designed to explore and illuminate major issues in the fields of science, 
technology and public policy will be undertaken. Second, a program of 
fundamental and applied research is being initiated, and third, participants 
in the program of research will contribute to the course of graduate instruction 
at the University. 

The program will encompass the entire range of transactions between 
science and technology and public policy. Initial studies will be concentrated 
in five areas—the national science and technology policy processes; the 
political, economic and social implications of major scientific and techno¬ 
logical programs (such as the space program); the changing relationships of 
government and the community which flow from technological advance; the 
education and employment of scientific and technical manpower, and the inter¬ 
national movement and influence of science and technology.

GW POLICY STUDIES PROGRAM 


"The program is offered as a public service to Congress, the Executive 
Branch and the general public," said Rock, the program director. "Within the 
University the program will also seek to contribute to the breadth and depth 
of teaching in many fields of study on which science and technology impinge." 

Rock joined the Institute for Defense Analyses in 1961. Prior to that 
he was Deputy Director of Program and Policy in the Office of Civil and 
Defense Mobilization. He served as representative to the White House Committee 
on Foreign Economic Policy, alternative representative to the Planning Board 
of the National Security Council, and a consultant to that body. He has also 
been an advisor on economic development in Greece and Burma. 

While at the Institute for Defense Analyses, his research was primarily 
in the area of arms control and stability of military environment. Most 
recently he was on loan to the National Academy of Sciences to assist in the 
preparation of the report on the utilization of scientific and engineering 
manpower. 

Rock is the author of A Strategy of Interdependence , published recently 
by Scribner Sons, and Common Action for the Control of Conflict , and is 
co-author of Presidential Staff .

The Board of Trustees of The George Washington University today 
paid homage to the institution’s late president Thomas Henry Carroll 
in a resolution commending him for his service to the university. 

In a special meeting following funeral services for the late 
educator who died Monday, the trustees designated Vice Admiral 
Oswald S. Colclough as acting president. Colclough, provost and dean 
of faculties of the university, earlier served as acting president of 
GW from 1959 to 1961 following the retirement of President Emeritus 
Cloyd Heck Marvin. 

John Anthony Brown, Jr., who had earlier been elected vice 
president and dean of faculties effective September 1, was asked to 
assume his new duties at once. 

"Our most important task now is to find a new president," declared 
Newell W. Ellison, chairman of the university’s board of trustees. "In 
the meantime, we intend to move ahead in the direction established by 
Thomas Carroll, to strengthen every aspect of our teaching and research 
programs. We will continue to explore new areas of learning and to build 
upon the standards of excellence for which he worked so diligently."

THOMS HENRY CARROT.T. 
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The Board of Trustees of The George Washington University meets this 
29th day of July, 1961*, under sad and solemn circumstances to record the death, 
on July 27 , of its beloved and distinguished president, Thomas Henry Carroll. 
During his three and one-half years as President of the University, he gave his 
full devotion to the task of advancing higher education in the Nation's capital. 

A man of wide experience in academic and world affairs, he brought to the 
University an enlarged view of its role in the world in which we live. In his 
short tenure he made a profound contribution to the University, the community, 
and to the welfare of his fellowman that will long be remembered. He walked 
where strong men walk, and his spirit of bold adventure and unlimited enthusiasm 
for life and for the betterment of the lot of man drew men of lesser vision to 
walk by his side. H e was intolerant of bigotry, intolerance, and mediocrity. 

As a colleague of the faculty he inspired confidence in faculty and student alike, 
and his leadership set him apart as a leader in the cause of higher education. 

A native of California, ^resident Carroll was educated at the University 
of California and Harvard University. H e was faculty member and Assistant Dean 
of harvard University Graduate *chool of Business Administration at the age of 26. 
At 31, after having achieved the rank of Commander in the United States Naval 
Reserve in ^orld War II, he was appointed Dean and full Professor in the College 
of Business Administration at Syracuse University. At 36 he was named Dean of the 
School of Business Administration at the University of North Carolina. Having 
served as a member of the Ford Foundation Study Committee on Program and Policy, 
he was asked by the Foundation to organize and direct its Program in Economic 
Development and Administration. Within a year he was elected a Vice President of 

the Foundation, and eight years later was called to the Presidency of this 
University. 
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As President of The George Washington University his influence extended 
beyond the campus. He was instrumental in the formation of the consortium of 
universities to strengthen graduate 1 studies in the Nation's capital and took an 
active interest in the educational needs of the city. 

At the University, Resident Carroll reaffirmed the principles of 
academic freedom and responsibility. He emphasized the centrality of the liberal 
arts in the curriculum of the University and recommended the merger of the Junior 
College with Columbian College of Arts and Sciences. He gave increased emphasis 
to international affairs and established an Institute for Sino-Soviet Studies. 

He inaugurated a music program and provided new teaching facilities for the fine 
arts. The faculty and administrative personnel of the University were strengthened 
with the appointment of new scholars and educational leaders of proven ability. 

Under President Carroll's leadershipthe enrollment at the University 
increased substantially; the budget in support of the faculty and for the improve¬ 
ment of teaching facilities was greatly enlarged; and the student residence hall 
capacity was increased dramatically by 320 per cent. 

Few men have passed our way that have made such a profound mark for good 
as has Thomas Henry Carroll. W e have lost a strong leader, a loyal friend, and a 
superior citizen. He was a noble man, and those who^ were touched by his influence 
were ennobled by him. We shallcherish his memory and we mourn his loss. 

MOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that these words of appreciation of 
Thomas Henry Carroll become a part of the minutes of the Board of Trustees of The 
George Washington University as its acknowledgement of his great service to the 
University, to the community, and to the cause of higher education. 

FURTHER BE IT RESOLVED, that a copy of the same be carried to his family 
so that they may be reminded of the high esteem in which Thomas Henry Carroll 
was held by all of his associates at The George Washington University.
